years ago. Long before the 
Christian era, autumn festivals 
belonged to the pagan rite. The 
gnat bonfires lighted by the 
ancient Druids were not only a 
homage to the sun god, about to 
go into semiretirement until the 
vernal equinox, but also a pre- 
caution against the evil spirits 
who 
were believed to roam 


aboard at that particular time. 


Rome celebrated the fall with 


sacrifices of roasted nuts and 
apples to Pomona, a forerunner 
of the Nut Burning tradition, 
which became an established 
Halloween custom 
In Ireland 


about 1800. 


Some 400 years ago, "beggar 


holidays" 
became tradltiona, 


enabling the poor to call on 
more privileged people In quest 
of 
largess. In England 
and 


Wales, "soul cakes" were baked 
and distributed to the visitors, 
svhich is believed to be the fore- 
runner of today's trick-or-treat. 


It seems that about the only 


original contribution to this age- 
old 
tradition 
made 
by 
the 


modern world Is that of the 
jack-o-lantern, which probably 
came about when a whimsical 
country 
boy 
tried 
out 
his 


whittling on a pumpkin.

Orthodox 
Church Head 
Visits Pope

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI and Patriarch Athena- 
goras, spiritual leader of the 
world's Orthodox churches, em- 
braced today at the door of St. 
Peter's Basilica in a milestone 
meeting on the road toward 
Christian unity. 


The silver-bearded Ecumeni- 


cal Patriarch of Constantinople 
(Istanbul) had arrived an hour 
earlier for the first visit by an 
Orthodox patriarch to a Roman 
Catholic Pope in more than 900 
years, since the two churches 
separated in 1054 because the 
Orthodox refused to accept the 
primacy of the Pope, 


As the bells of St. Peter's 


pealed a clamorous welcome, 
the two church leaders walked 
toward 
each 
other 
at 
the 


entrance to the largest basilica 
in Christendom with their hands 
clasped in prayer. 


As 
they 
met, 
Pope 
Paul 


opened his arms 
to the 


81-year-old patriarch and they 
embraced. 


The 
visit of the bearded, 


81-year-old 
patriarch to 
the 


Pope— their third meeting— was 
expected to accelerate contacts 
between their churches, Athena- 
goras came to Rome to repay 
the visit the Pope made to him 
itj Istanbul last July, They met 
first in January, 1904, in Jerusa- 
lem, when Pope Paul made the 
first trip outside Italy by a mod- 
ern pontiff, 


"I bring you a message of 


peace and joy," 
Athenagoras 


told Eugene Cardinal Tisserant, 
dean of the College of Cardinals, 
who with two other cardinals 
greeted the patriarch at the air- 
port. 


The Orthodox Church, with 


150 million members, is closer 
in doctrine and spirit to the 
500-milllon-riif inter 
R o m a r. 


Catholic Church than any other 
Christian faith. Because of this,

growing 
rapuurt between 


the Pope and the patriarch is 
expected to produce the most 
fruitful 
developments 
in 
the 


drive 
to reunite the world's 


Christian churches.

the taxpayers, who finance the 
cross-purposes campaigns of all 
these agencies—and pay fat taxes 
on the tobacco they buy to boot. - 
The Knoxville (Tenn.)

Wiley, How 
Dead, Had 
a Vision

WASHINGTON (AP) - Alex- 


ander Wiley, who died Thurs- 
day, was not one of the most 
brilliant minds in the Senate 
where he served 24 years before 
being beaten In his try for a 
fifth term in 1962. 


But he did develop a vision of 


the world and the future which 
he had to arrive at the hard 
way. 
And in the process more 


than a decade ago he was mak- 
ing statements which sound like 
President Johnson today. 


He was an isolationist when 


he came to the Senate as a Wis- 
consin Republican in 1939. He 
was 45 then and found plenty of 
company In a Senate which was 
slowly and grudgingly emerging 
from a belief America coul'1 
stind alone. 


There was another Midwest- 


ern 
Republican 
isolationist 


there when Wjjey arrived-"Sen, 
Arthur 
Vandenberg of Michi« 


gan— who, like Wiley, eventually 
became an internationalist after 
World War II. 


Wiley 
never 
achieved the 


public stature or influence of 
Vandenberg, but both mon to 
the early postwar years helped, 
eliminate some of the political 
partisanship which had plagued 
American foreign policy,

est contribution to American 
history although today's genera,, 
tion has probably only a <Um 
knowledge or nor»e at all of ei« 
ther man.
